Not only had Hitler gained mili- 
tary advantage, but for those 22 
months the Communists halted 
all anti-Fascist propaganda and 
embraced Hitler’s ideology.

The communique was issued 
without the presence of both men.

One of the main accomplish- 
ments of Ikeda’s visit was the 
State department announcement 
that a joint U.S.-Japan committee 
on trade and economic affairs will 
be established.

The disturbing thing is that despite 
the fact health officials and private phy- 
sicians have been pleading with the pub- 
lic for years to avail itself of the Salk 
vaccine, it took the threat of a major out- 
break of polio to shake loose so many 
from their self-imposed shackles of 
apathy.

Minow Is Cast

WASHINGTON — Newton N. Minow, the 
chairman of the Federal Communications Com- 
mission, is disappointed by the lack of fighting 


spirit in the country. Mr. Minow, a literate Chicago lawyer, so 
round-faced and beaming as to be faintly cherubic, has been shooting 
up the television industry ever since he hit the New Frontier. But 
nobody else seems to want to get into the scrap. 


After he made his famous 
“wasteland’’ speech to the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcast- 
ers in May, a number of tele- 
vision officials came up to him 
and whispered, “God bless 
you.”” But within his hearing, 
they told the nearest network ex- 
ecutive they thought it was a 
dastardly thing that Mr. Minow 
had done. 


Every now and then he gets a 
call from a station director who 
complains of the gory fare that 
is dumped on him by the net- 
work. Mr. Minow invites the man 
to testify to the effect. 


“Oh no,” says the man, “I 
don’t want to get into trouble 
with the network.” 


Mr. Minow is aware that the in- 
dustry, in the face of his re- 
soundingly wholesome  appear- 
ance, has cast him in the role 
of a villain. 

“They think I’m a wise kid,” 
he observed cheerfully.

free-wheeling interpretation of the Railway Labor Act, and avoided 
the constitutional issue presented by the highest court of Georgia, few 
durable conclusions can be drawn from the decision. One was stated 
with fine irony by Justice Black, who would have invoked the 
Constitution to sustain the six Southern Railway workers involved. 


They contended their constitu- 
tional rights were violated when 
the union they were forced by 
statute to join, or lose their em- 
ployment, used their dues to pro- 
mote political objectives and can- 
didates for office to which they 
had stated opposition. The ma- 
jority found that Congress had no 
intention of allowing such use of 
their contributions in framing the 
section of the act which author- 
ized the railroads to make ‘“‘un- 
ion shop” contracts that com- 
pelled all workers to join the un- 
ion, and that they were entitled 
to reclaim the part of their dues 
so expended. But the majority’s 
principal suggestion how they 
could get this money back raises 
so many difficulties and hazards 
for them that Justice Black com- 
mented on it. 

This is why Justices Douglas, 
Black, Frankfurter and Harlan 
would have confronted and set- 
tled the issue on broader grounds 
than the majority occupied. To 
Justice Black the union’s pro- 
tested use cf the dues of. involun- 
tary, members was a Clear viola- 
tion of the First Amendment that 
should have been ‘‘stopped dead 
in its tracks” by the Supreme 
Court. 


Conversely, to Justice Frank- 
furter, Justice Harlan concurring, 
it was “fanciful to conclude” 
that the intent of Congress was 
that unions must “restrict. their 


dues solely for financing collec- 
tive bargaining.” 

By limiting its finding to an in- 
terpretation of the statute, and 
to this particular case involving 
only the six railway workers, the 
majority of five for whom Justice 
Brennan was the spokesman af- 
forded them only the dubious re- 
lief of ruling that they are en- 
titled to get their misused money 
back if they can.

enough,’ the former governor 
said.

LOSING TEMPER 


He never mentioned the word 
“‘segregation,”’ but it was obvious 
he was talking about Supreme 
Court decisions when he said: 
“If you hear of me losing my 
temper and hitting a fellow, don’t 
be too harsh on me. If I hear 
one more time, ‘It is inevitable’ 
I don’t know what I am going 
to do.” 


Before Griffin spoke, Atty. Gen. 
Eugene Cook advised the enforce- 
ment officers to begin using 
carges of disobeying an officer’s 
orders to solve such problems 
as sit-ins. 


“If you have reason to feel that 
there is danger,’’ Cook said, ‘‘ask 
the people to leave. If they don’t, 
you can charge them with dis- 
obeying a law enforcement offi- 
cer’s orders.” 


ADVISES ON TRESPASS LAW 


“That would keep the so-called 
trespass laws out of the courts,” 
he added. 


Cook coupled the advice with 
some harsh criticism of Negro 
integration leader Martin Luther 
King (‘‘a religious fanatic’) and 
the U.S. Supreme Court (“rape, 
robbery and murder have resulted 
directly from the decisions”). 


Cook also predicted that ‘there 
is liable to be a repeat of the 
Republican victory in Texas in 
the South if U.S. Atty. Gen. Rob- 
ert Kennedy “makes one more 
mistake like sending the marshals 
to Montgomery or intervening in 
the Prince Edward County school 
cases.”’

DEAR AMY LARKIN: A lawyer fs paying us out of debt. 


Four months ago, after practically ruining my health 
worrying about what to.do about our unpaid bills. I went to 
my supervisor and asked for help. I did not want a loan from 
the Credit Union but a plan for getting out of debt. After a 
few meetings with other department heads they came up with 
a plan that I would like to pass on to others. 


My husband and I were sent to a lawyer. We told him 
how much we made and what we owed. After listing every- 
thing we were amazed to find out we owed several thousand 
dollars! 


He told us we could declare bankruptcy, which we didn’t 
want to do, or we could have him contact everyone we owed 
and work out a plan whereby he would pay off all of our 
debts on a fixed schedule. 


He did contact everyone. He told them of our plan and 
every single creditor was willing to co-operate. I guess they 
were happy to know they could get their money regularly. 


My husband sends his check tothe lawyer each pay period. 
The lawyer pays all the bills except utilities and groceries and 
small items like newspapers, haircuts and gas and oil for the 
car. We pay for these things out of my salary. Within one 
year we will be debt-free except for our home! 


We don’t have anything but the real necessities, but we 
have a peace of mind. We have an attainable goal in our fu- 
ture. Shouldering the load together has made our family ties 
even stronger. 


And we have learned a Yesson. When this is over we will 
think twice and sleep on it in the future before we try anyone’s 
easy-payment plan. This may be all right for people who 
budget carefully and never buy anything they can‘t afford, but 
installment buying is not for us, and we know it.—A GRATE-

III vaccine Thursday as Georgians joined forces in the massive 
immunization campaign against polio. 


NOT TOO BAD 


Red-haired, bespectacled Wayne Alan Krantz, 9% years old, 
and his identical twin brother, Dennis Joel, agreed the medicine 
“isn’t too bad.” 


“But it does seem to take it a while to disintegrate,”

observed 


“I wonder if a drink of water would help it dissolve?’’ mused 
Dennis, “‘Guess we better not try it, though.” 


The twins’ mother, Mrs. I. H. Krantz, summed up the feeling 
of most parents at the Fulton County Health Department’s Main 
Center early Thursday: ‘‘We can all be proud of the way this is 
being handled,”’ she declared. ‘‘Just look around you—there are 
hundreds of people of all ages. But there’s no confusion. The 
doctors and their staffs are doing a marvelous job.”’ 


MIXED EMOTIONS 


“I'd just as soon get a shot,” bravely declared 10-year-old 
Brenda Wade. ‘‘You don’t really feel it and then it’s all over 
with. This stuff lasts longer.’’

Occasionally, he turned to caution a child 
to keep the sugar in his mouth. 


Dr. J. F. Hackney, Fulton County Health Commissioner, greet- 
ed parents and youngsters with an assuring smile at the Main 
Center. He directed them toward the registration desk, explained 
that two drops of the oral vaccine would be given older children 
on a lump of sugar; infants would receive their dosages in a 
spoon of sugar syrup. 


The battle against polio was well under way during the first 
30 minutes of the campaign, with more than 3,100 receiving their 
doses of the Sabin preventative. 


HIGH PRAISE FOR CAMPAIGNERS 


Dr. Hackney had high praise for the combined efforts of the 
campaigners. And he had a suggestion for parents: 


“It would be a help,” he said, “if parents would form a share- 
the-ride plan to get the children to the centers. Many people are 
hindered by a lack of transportation.” 


He added that health department personnel, particularly the 
nurses and doctors, are “‘working beyond the call of duty.”

‘Don’t Let This Happen!’ 


In the dim light of a jail cell 
the young hoed slouches over 
a scared little punk: 


“That’s the 
picture, k i d. 
And get this. 
We don’t put 
up with cryin’ 
and carryin’ 
on. You take 
care, hear. 
And maybe, if 
you're a good 
little boy, you 
can learn a 
few things you 
can use when 
you get out... .” 


Though we have 4,000 chil- 
dren in jail in our state each 
year, this menacing monologue 
isn’t happening behind bars 
this time, but in an improvised 
set in a playlet dramatizing the 
accusing facts of Georgia’s 
little fall guys. 


The boy snarling these evil 
words and the kid cringing be- 
fore him are normal, happy, 
good teen-agers who've de- 
veloped a dramatic team to 
help their troubled contempo- 
raries. 


The facts of Atlanta’s young 
docu-drama players are as 
wholesome as the facts they 
dramatize are repugnant. 


Eight of them, seven teen-age 
boys and one girl act out of the 
six roles of a drama ‘‘Don’t Let 
This Happen to Johnnie,” as 
enthusiastic volunteers, fired 
by the burden of the shameful 
situation they are portraying. 


This play, actually, was 
commissioned by the United 
Churchwomen of Georgia and 
the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and written and 
prepared for production by the 
Center for Continuing Educa- 
tion at the University of Geor- 
gia. 


In its initial presentations it 
was cast by college players 
with stunning effects. They 
could not fill the bookings 
which soon came to the produc- 
tion, which is shorwn free for 
church and civic groups over 
the state. When it became ap- 
parent that the play could not 
be continued without funds and 


professional assistance young 
Sheffield Owen Jr., 16, prodded 


and technicians one at a time. 


Volunteers drifted in. The 
group is stili growing. Last 
week Warren and Tommy 
Ford, Grover Swilley, Bruce 
Mathis, Bruce Brady, Ricky 
Stovall, Bill Cumming, Jack 
Morse and Martha Ike were 
the crew. They were actors, 
projectionists, lighting experts, 


The bookings are coming in 
fast, for this play does not rest 
easy on the conscience. It prods 


* for action. 


The shame of Georgia’s chil- 
dren in jail has been the cru- 
sade of Mrs. Henry J. Toombs 
for many years. The play 
stems from her anger that in 
129 counties in our state there 
are no juvenile courts and chil- 
dren are locked in with hard- 
ened criminals, many for some 
minor infraction, many for no 
offense at all, but the mistake 
of having been born to a dis- 
turbed family. 


This play, incidentally, is 


something for the new Georgia 
Commission on Crime and De- 
linguency to consider. It pre- 
sents a condition they must not 
overlook.

base. Edge stitch very close to 
edge of fold. 


Step 4: To form top of cover, 
fold the long 10 inch sides and 
make a sharp crease, 2 inches 
above the edge stitching on 
base.

The sides are now 2 inches 
wide, leaving 3 inches for the 
flaps. Fold flaps flat so the 
long edges meet at center of 
cover.

Step 5: Seam short sides of 
cover to flaps, with seam al- 
lowance on RIGHT side of cover. 
Top stitch heading of lace over 
top edge (where sides and flaps 
are edge stitched) all around 
cover, with ruffling facing to- 
wards outside of box and cov- 
ering raw edges of seam allow- 
ance (see finished sketch). While 
stitching, add % inch tucks to 
lace ruffling at all four corners 
for ease. 


Step 6: Make two ribbon bows 
and tack flowers to each. Pin 
a cover at each end of center 
opening.

In creating the broad new fed- | 


eral agency, Congress should keep 
the powers of the federal housing 


commissioner and the administra- | . 


tive organization of FHA intact, 
Adair said. 


BANKERS’ SPOKESMAN 


The Atlantan, president of Adair | 
Realty and Loan Co., was repre- 


‘senting the Mortgage Bankers As- 


sociation of America as he testi- 
fied before the Senate Committee 
on Government Operations. 


The bill before the committee 
would abolish the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency, FHA, the 
Public Housing Administration, 
National Housing Council and their 
top offices, plus that of the urban 
renewal commissioner. 


It would then lump those agen- 
cies, offices and duties in the 
Department of Urban Affairs and 
Housing along with governmental 
activity in the fields of urban re- 
newal, mass transportation, com- 
munity facilities, and other areas 
dealing with metropolitan growth. 


CABINET STATUS 


The head of this new depart- 
ment would have Cabinet status, 
and, in the Kennedy administra- 
tion, it presumably would be 
headed by Dr. Robert C. Weaver, 
administrator of the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency. Weaver 
would be the first Negro to attain 
Cabinet status. 


Adair told the committee the 
MBA’s believes FHA’s system of 


mortgage insurance is an ‘‘essen- 
tial means for encouraging the 
flow of funds across state lines,”’ 
is an “irrepraceable function,” 
and should not be swallowed up 
by the new department. 


As chairman of MBA’s legisla- 
tive committee, Adair criticized 
the fact that in the preamble to 
the bill under consideration ‘there 
is not even an allusion to private 
enterprise.”’ 


“The proposed legislation does 
not simply transfer the federal 
housing administration with all its 
functions intact to the new de- 
partment,”’ Adair pointed out. ‘‘It 
abolishes FHA and transfers its 
powers and functions to the new 
secretary subject to any future 
redistribution he may care to 
make.”

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Some Expert Advice 


Mr. Duane Carter, who expects to be driving at a 
speed of some 170 miles per hour on his next trip to 
Atlanta, was in our city Thursday urging motorists to 
slow down and observe safety precautions. 


Having driven thousands of miles at reckless speeds, Carter 
qualifies as an expert on the topic, He confines his speeding to the 
race tracks where he has been competing for 30 years. And he 
hopes that his next race will be the 
250 classic at Atlanta International 
July 9. He is currently negotiating for 
a car and may pilot the vehicle which 
Rodger Ward brought in third at Indy 
last month. 


Carter believes that the Indy cars 
will average 160 m.p.h. in qualifying 
trials at ATR and forecasts a winning 
average of 150 m.p.h. if the caution 
flag doesn't wave for long 


On his next visit Carter will 
he stressing speed. On this tour, 
however, he was expounding at Ft. 
Mae on the value of safe driving.

When Carter isn’t driving he con- 
ducts safety clinics for the Champion 
Sparkplug folks.

—An Assist from a Safety Teammate 


Carter speaks with authority on safety, for in three decades on 
the track he has experienced only two serious accidents. He dis 
covered right out of the garage that careless driving can cost a 
man his life. In his very first race in California, the 18-year-old 
Carter was out front at the start and finished upside down 


His latest brush with fate took place at Indy during this year’s 
qualifying trials. The day before Tony Bettenhausen lost his life, 
Carter narrowly averted a serious crackup. His car lost a left rear 
wheel, went into a spin and spun Carter right out of the race. 


“T was lucky that Don Freeland practices safety,’ Carter said. 
‘‘He’s a member of our Champion team, and he was right behind 
me. He got past my car, but hit the wall and damaged his car. If 
he had hit me it might have been bad.”’ 


It was bad for Carter in 1952 when he was setting the pace 
in National Championship points. He was involved in a smash 
in a race at Detroit and was in the hospital six weeks. But the 
worst accident occurred in San Francisco when he was forced 
over the guardrail and spent nine months recuperating. 


“It: was a long time before | felt right after that race,’’ Carter 
said. “‘And when you don’t feel right, you shouldn’t drive in a race. 
1 almost lost. my left arm in that one. In fact, they were debating 
over whether to amputate when a doctor from Stanford University 
moved in. He had been conducting experimental operations on 
animals. He asked for permission to operate on me. I told him to 
go ahead. I spent five hours on the operating table, but I still have 
my arm.” 


—Still Shooting for Big Goal at Indy 


Now 48, you figure that it would be safer for safety-expert 
Carter to retire. When does he intend to park the racer? 


““T still want to win that big one at Indianapolis,’ Carter re- 
plied. “I’ve driven in it 10 times. My best finish was third in 1953 
Finished fourth on two other occasions. 


“However, I don’t drive nearly as much as I used to. Eleven 
races last year. Probably five or six this year. I spend a lot of 
time conducting the safety clinics.’’

(3) care of car in that order, stressing the third facter in particular 
fo teen-agers 


On the topic of the upcoming AIR Derby, Carter believes At- 


lanta fans will be in for a treat 


“It should be quite a race,” he said. ‘‘They’ve got Indy 
winner A. J. Foyt, Eddie Sachs, Jim Rathmann and most of 
the others. In fact, Ward is about the only one missing and his 
car will be in the race. As I said, I hope to drive it. 


‘I like the track here, and | think this will be a great race 
town. T used to drive in the races at Lakewood. I believe they'll 
draw 100,000 fans at a race here within the next few years 


“We'll know more about the probable speed after Eddie Sachs 
completes his test for Firestone here next Monday. The cars won't 
have to make a pit stop for fuel, and tires may hold up all the 
way.” 

Like most members of the racing fraternity, Carter subscribes 
to the “‘Que Sera Sera’ philosophy. What is to be will be on the 
track, he feels, but not on the highway. 


In 30 years behind a fast wheel, Carter has learned that safety 
first pays off. The mere fact that the man is alive proves that 
he practices what he preaches.
